tempt to wreck one of the fast trains 
on the M , K. & T. road, eight miles 
south of Fort Scott and two miles 
south 
of 
Ronald, 
was 
discovered 
about 6 o’clock Thursday morning by 
a brakeman on a freight train. 
In 
about an hour the fast traic which 
leaves this city at 6:50 was due to 
pass that point. 
The spikes that held an outside 
rail on a sharp curve, known as the 
Pawnee curve, around which the fast 
trains go at grdat speed, were pulled 
by someone equipped with tools, and 
an angle bar 
was 
removed. 
This 
particular rail is a new one and was 
laid by the section men only last 
Friday. 
As is the custom on such curves, 
two sets of spikes were put in and 
had it not been that the person or 
persons 
who 
sought to wreck the 
train overlooked some of these spikes 
there would have been a bad wreck 
at that point. 
A northbound freight which arrived 
at Ronald just after 6 o’clock yester­ 
day 
morning, 
and 
which met the 
Flyer in this city, reported to G. J. 
Burns, the section foreman at Ronald, 
that something was the matter with 
the track on Pawnee curve. 
Mr. Burns and his crew’ hurried to 
the spot and discovered the almost 
unbelievable facts. 
They 
found 
a 
bottle of some kind of fluid by the 
side of the track at that spot, but 
were unable to determine what the 
fluid is. 
Special Agent Pa* nam, of 
the Katy, has been investigating with 
a view to detecting the guilty party 
or parties. 
When the track was tampered with 
is not known, but Foreman Burns and 
others who put in yesterday attempt­ 
ing to unravel the mystery of why 
anyone should resort to so desper­ 
ate an attempt to take human lives 
by wholesale are of the belief that 
it was the object to wrreck the south­ 
bound passenger train which passed 
over the road there shorly after 8 
o’clock Wednesday night. 
They incline to the belief hat the 
work was done just before tii.it train 
passed Wednesday evening. 
If this 
is true several passenger trains and 
quite a number 
of 
freight 
trains 
passed over the track with tho spikes 
and angle bar missing during the 
night. 
One reason for this theory is that 
the section men 
themselves 
made 
four trips over the track Wednesday 
evening on the hand car. 
They went 
to Hiattville after a physician for a 
baby of one of the 
track 
laborers 
about 8 o’clock, and took the physi­ 
cian back to Hiattville later 
They 
recalled yesterday 
morning 
having 
noticed an apparent defect in the 
track on that curve, 
but 
had 
not 
bought it to be of such a serious na­ 
ture. 
The morning train goes 
ny 
that 
point several hours before daylight 
and it is thought the work would only 
have been undertaken iii the night. 
When discovered the rail was very 
loose and it is believed that the heavy 
load of the morning passenger train 
going over it at such a speed as the 
train maintains at that point would 
have thrown the rail out and wrecked 
the train.

2:17). 
In fact, the whole nation of 
Israel with its law s and its religious 
services and ceremonies w as typical. 
Tills being true, our understanding of 
the plan and Work of salvation now iii 
progress, as well as their future de­ 
velopment, cannot fail to be greatly 
enhanced by a careful study of those 
•‘shadow s” which they* -for bur edifi­ 
cation, were caused to repeat year by 
year continually until the Gv>spel Age 
introduced /their aiititypes—the. reaib 
ties (I Peter 1:11; Hebrews- 10:1-2). 
We w ill fail to attach iufficlent weight 
and importance to the “shadows” un­ 
less we realize how careriilly God 
guided and directed all of their details.

God’* law' still requires of each one the 
full IOO per cent, but m akes it possible 
for all to attain th at position. 
First, 
to the man of but 20 per cent of char­ 
acter the lacking 80 per cent is im put­ 
ed or reckoned as his share of the mer­ 
it of C hrist’s sacrifice for Adamic sin. 
To the man possessing the 50 per cent 
of character, the lacking 50 per cent 
is reckoned or im puted iu like m anner, 
but it is required of both th at they 
shall not only m aintain w hat they have 
but th at their hearts shall be a t the 
full IOO standard: th a t they shall be 
willing and attem pting nothing less 
than perfection. They w ill be reckoned 
and dealt w ith according to the stand­ 
ards of their hearts and minds and 
will, and not according to im perfection 
of their flesh. M eantime it will be ex­ 
pected of them th at they shall stand 
tests, trials and difficulties which will 
be allowed to come upon them to prove 
the genuineness of their faith and to 
establish it. to prove the sincerity of 
their love for righteousness and their 
opposition to iniquity, and to harden 
and strengthen their determ inations 
and covenant w ith tile Lord.

The Senator said: 
*TO TH E DEMOCRATS OF MISSOURI: 
“la view of the legislative and diplo­ 
matic situation a t tho capital it is im ­ 
portant that Dem oem tic Senators espe­ 
cially should not be long absent from 
W a*ningtcn while this Congress is in 
is s ei en, and hence It will be impracticable 
for me to make anything like a general 
canvass of the state before Ute prim ary 
election. 
While I hope to be able to go 
to Missouri for awhile in July tor a brief 
Visit to ae many sections of the state aa 
possible, it remains certain ilia! it will be 
difficult for m e to do more than make a 
hurried and imperfect campaign. 
As I 
am asking the people of Missouri to re­ 
flow my com m ission as Senator for a n ­ 
other term , I regret th a t the exigencies 
of the public service forbid my absence 
from w ashington long enough to allow 
me to go over the state, meet the people 
generally 
and 
personally confer 
with 
them respecting the work done and to be 
.done during this adm inistration. 
As I 
cannot do that. except in a limited way, 
wltftUMt 
neglecting 
very 
urgent public 
duties, I have thought I might, without 
criticism, address a communication to the 
people hi a public way, and largely have 
my personal fortunes In their hands 
Personal References. 
* 
‘I t is known to you th at I supported 
Speaker Clark for the Dem ocratic P resi­ 
dential nomination in 1912. and th at I 
did whatever I oould honorably to pro­ 
m o te his candidacy. 
But after Governor 
W ilson w as nom inated I promptly tool; 
my stood under the flag placed in his 
hand, and from the day the Baltimore 
convention adjourned to the November 
election I worked incessantly for his suc­ 
cess. 
I visited our national headquarters 
in New York and Chicago several times 
to advise w ith and aid those in charge, 
and made num erous addresses through­ 
o ut six or eight W estern and N orthw est­ 
ern states. 
I also m ade a large number 
of speeches throughout Missouri, doing 
w hatever I could for the entire Demo­ 
cratic tick et—national, sta te and local— 
paying my own expenses, besides making 
a liberal contribution to the state com­ 
m ittee. 
A fter Governor W ilson’s election 
and inauguration as President, I took m> 
position as a friend and supporter of las 
adm inistration, and have done all in my 
power to uphold his hands.

a great A m erican imbued with a lofty 
p u rp o se .a n d desire to serve unselfishly 
and employ all his gTeat powers to pro­ 
m ote the general welfare. 
I have been 
honored w ith his confidence, and I have 
esteem ed it a high privilege to eo-opeivte 
w ith him on intim ate term s in working 
o u t the problem s of governm ent com m it­ 
ted him and to Congress. 
I have stood 
by President W ilson as firmly as I wojld 
have stood by President Clark, if this 
g reat Missourian and groat Speaker of 
the H ouse had been chosen a s our Chief 
Executive. 
My respect and friendship 
for the Speaker rem ain the same, but at 
the sam e tim e I recognise in President 
Wilson a splendid type of Am erican m an­ 
hood—brave,

Foreign Affairs. 
Discussing foreign affairs, the Senator 
said: 
“Because of my long connection w ith 
the Foreign Relatione Com m ittee of the 
Senate, and especially sine© my acces­ 
sion to Its chairm anship, I have been 
closely associated with our foreign and 
diplomatic affairs. 
Of these I can only 
spsak w ith guarded discretion, for affairs 
of international diplomacy are often of 
such delicate nature th at they cannot be 
publicly discussed w ithout danger of giv­ 
ing offense and provoking embarrab&ing 
situations. 
President W ilson was unfor­ 
tunate in Inheriting a num ber of diffi­ 
cult international problem s from the p re­ 
ceding adm inistration, and it has de­ 
volved upon my com m ittee to aid him as 
far as possible in solving them. 
P er­ 
haps the complication which has excited 
the greatest public interest is th a t relat­ 
ing to Mexico. 
T hat unhappy country 
was the seat of widespread and contin­ 
uing turbulence 
throughout 
the 
later 
years of President Taftrs adm inistration, 
and the burden of dealing w ith these dis­ 
orders 
has 
descended 
upon 
President 
W ilson. 
Tbs President has sought with 
the greatest zeal and w ith unspeakable 
patience to bring order out of this chaos 
w ithout resorting to force. 
W hether he 
has been too patient and long suffering, 
men and nations m ay well d in er. 
I con­ 
fess I have felt my own patience strained 
more than once to the breaking point; 
but when I have w atched the President 
tolling through the difficulties of his en­ 
vironm ent. striving to protect the inno­ 
cent, holding Insolence and brutality in 
check as far as possible, hoping ever to 
avoid bloodshed and the havoc of w ar 
and yet alw ays with an eye single not 
only to restoring order and establishing 
a stable governm ent in Mexico, but. still 
more Im portant, to so establish th at gov­ 
ernm ent on the consent and in the a f­ 
fections of the people th at It m ight be 
perm anent, virile, 
strong, 
and 
withal 
willing and capable of working out those 
great reform s so loudly dem anded by ev­ 
ery consideration of simple justice to the 
people—when I have w atched him stru g ­ 
gling so long with unshaken courage and 
oatlenee to accomplish these ends. I have 
felt In duty bound to curb my own im ­ 
patience and lend him every assistance 
In my power. 
“ t\ hat the end will be I am unable 
to say a t tills writing. 
If arm ed intor- 
vention shall ultim ately become inevitable 
the people of this country and of lite 
world will know that that extrem e m eas­ 
ure wax not resorted lo until the P resi­ 
dent and those co-operating with him 
had exhausted every 
honorable mea tis 
to avoid it. 
T hat is about all I can prop­ 
erly say on th at subject a t this tim e 
The people of Missouri may rest assured 
th at the President will strive to preserve 
peaceful and friendly relations with all 
nations, and do what vet* he can to pro­ 
mote commercial intercourse with them 
hut at the Kame tim e he will zealously 
guard the rights, honor and dignity of 
his own country. 
I am proud of the op­ 
portunity to work with him In this world­ 
wide field, full, as It is. of questions of 
great moment and vital interest to our 
people, and som etim es of the greatest 
delicacy, 
Things to Be Done. 
“ In addition to the work enum erated, 
this Congress has passed num erous im ­ 
portant laws relating to other questions.

mission to supervise the issue of bonds 
and other securities by Interstate tra n s­ 
portation companies, and

amend the Sherm an A nti-T rust law so 
as to cure its defects and make It more 
certain and 
effective. 
All 
these 
are 
m easures of the first im portance, to the 
passage of which this adm inistration and 
Congress, as well as the Dem ocratic p a r­ 
ty. stand pledged 
The House of R epre­ 
sentatives has acted upon these m eas­ 
ures, and the Judiciary and In terstate 
Commerce Com m ittees of the Senate are 
now at work rounding them ©ut for early 
consideration by the Senate itself. 
“ Many people are urging th at Congress 
adjourn as soon as the annual appropria­ 
tion bills are disposed of, leaving the leg­ 
islation referred to for consideration it 
a later date. 
In f>.ct. a well-organized 
propaganda has been started and ex­ 
ploited by various powerful interests to 
force an early adjournm ent. 
Deliberate 
and almost crim inal efforts have oeen 
put forth to alarm the bankers and busi­ 
ness men of the country, and concerted 
attem pts have been made 
to 
depress 
business conditions. 
I am not surprised 
th at this has been done, for it is an old 
game with which men having memories 
are fam iliar. 
It has happened too fre ­ 
quently th at when legislation is pending 
which some lines of big business, so­ 
called, are opposed to, and which th *v 
apprehend m ight interfere 
with 
their 
m anipulations, 
they 
have 
inaugurated 
some scheme to tem porarily burden bus­ 
iness and excite 
the 
country', 
hoping 
thereby to arouse a sentim ent th at we uid 
intim idate the law -m aking power. 
For 
myself, I believe th at the country is *o- 
day blessed with all the elem ents need­ 
ful for sound business and a progressive 
p i asper!t v . 
W hatever there may be of 
industrial depression, and in a lim ited 
way there is undoubtedly a hesitation 
and a feeling of tim idity in some dtrec- 
tona. I regard as artificial and devoid of 
any substantial basis. 
At all evants. if 
the proposed a n ti-tru st legislation Is re­ 
sponsible for business depression w her­ 
ever It exists, then I contend th at th* 
worst thing th at could happen would be 
to postpone the legislation for future ac ­ 
tion arid hold business in suspense while 
aw aiting Its enactm ent. 
U ncertainty is 
one of the worst things possible for busi­ 
ness. 
If this legislation is to b© passed 
at all In any form. the sooner It is done 
the better. 
I have no sym pathy with ] 
those who urge postponem ent In the hope I 
of defeating the legislation altogether I

I would like to refer tu th am, 
but th© length to which this address has 
already run adm onishes me th at I m ust 
end it, im perfect as I know this outline

tiality directly before the people.

cials and others a t home. I know enough 
to be satisfied th at the Dem ocratic state 
adm inistration, in dealing with the a f­ 
fairs of the state a t large, has kept pace 
w ith the national Democracy and given 
tin* sta te honest and efficient service. 
The sta te ’s fiscal affairs are in excellent 
condition, revenues have been increased, 
expenses reduced and efficiency m ain­ 
tained. 
By com paring the 17 m onths’ 
period ending June I, 1914, with the oort 
responding period ending June I, 1908, 
under Republican rule, it will be found

commission which I ara told is practical­ 
ly self-sustaining, and whose decisions 
have been so satisfactory th at no ap 
peals have been taken from them .

Dem ocratic legislature has met in liberal

London, July 8.—Fred Welsh, light­ 
weight champion of England, yester­ 
day beat Willie Ritchie, of America, 
on points in the twenty-round fight 
for the lightweight championship of 
the world at Olympia. 
In the opening rounds Welsh scored 
more points than Ritchie. 
In the 
fifth round, however, Ritchie forced 
the fighting, and in this and the.next 
two rounds there were spine sharp 
exchanges 
aud , heavy 
fig h tin g , in 
which Ritchie generally got th e up­ 
per hand. 
Several times the Ameri­ 
can was cautioned for boldin? in the 
clinches.

In the eighth rounds the Welshman 
received his liveliest, and in. ibis and 
the ninth round forced the fighting 
and had the better of the encounter. 
When half the match was over. 
Welsh led easily on points. 
Ritchie revived somewhat in the 
eleventh. 
He had the thirteenth all 
his own way. The fourteenth was also 
all Ritchie’s. 
Then both slowed up. 


In the seventeenth Ritchie got home 
a number of sharp body blows. 
The 
nineteenth 
was 
even 
with 
Ritchie forcing the ghttng. 
The final round was the swiftest 
of the whole fight, and Welsh had the 
better of it 
Of the twenty rounds, ten were un­ 
doubtedly 
Welsh’s, 
five

The men weighed in at Olympia last 
afternoon, when Ritchie scaled 134 
pounds, 'while Welsh was just able to 
get within the stipulated limit of 135 
pounds. 
Before the three preliminary, time- 
killing bouts had been finished, the 
majority of the prominent London 
sporting men had gathered about the 
ring, as well as 200 or 300 Americans, 
some of them were well known.

Fertile eggs do not

surplus males, and the hens are more 
productive when no males are pres­ 
ent. 
Fifth, 
reject 
eggs 
from

re s ts ; th a t’s where many of the rot­ 
ter. eggs come from. 
Sixth, store eggs in cool, well ven­ 
tilated places. Heat assists in chick 
development, and also increases the 
shrinkage. 
Seventh, keep eggs away from od­ 
ors, such as those 
from 
kerosene, 
cabbage, rotten food, fresh paint, etc, 
Feed also 
influences 
flavor;

clean feed should be fed. 
Eighth, m arket eggs once or twice 
weekly. An egg deteriorates in quali­ 
fy j with age.
